The advisory board of the Women’s 
Domestic Guild will bold frequent meet¬ 
ings in New York for the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing the servant question and devising 
new plan* for carrying on the work of 
the guild. ilium bet w ill be established 
in all Important subuibao place*, so that 
housekeepers uiav get together ami adopt 
measures for raising the grade of domestic 
service. The vital questions affecting the 
ndatioaa-brtwrea miitTess and maid wilt 
thus lie adjusted lu a practical way

At a receal meeting of the New Eng¬ 
land Society of the Oranges the proposed 
trunk sewer for the Passaic Hirer valley 
■MtairipaUlics waa one of the topics of 
dieroaMea. and C. C. Vermuele. a civil 
engineer, made the following statement 
•a to the probable cost of the sewer: 

Mr- Vermuele, la the course of hia re- 
■narks, referred to the fact that the law 
prorates that the initial cost shall be ap¬ 
portioned on the basis of the tax r a ia hl ea. 
while the running expanses are to be ap¬ 
portioned on the volume of sewage con¬ 
tributed by the municipalities, which Mr. 
Vermuele said was ibe oalj equitable 
plea. The cost to the Oranges and Mont¬ 
clair would he from one and a half to 
three times more than their fair propor¬ 
tion The entire scheme, Mr. Vermuele 
■aid. In hia opinion, had never had lhe 
proper consideration. The investigation 
was begun fire years ago, sad the com 
mission which then reported had out bad 
thnein which to give the subject the 
consideration which It merited. Subse¬ 
quent commissions had investigated, but 
there had been no continuous research by 
ooe body, which would have been able to 
report* a plan that would have been 
final and conclusive. Mr. Vermuele said 
that the commission had reserved in the 
act the right to build a disposal narks, 
and he asked why this w as done, if the 
commission really believed that the waters 
of New York Buy would ool be polluted. 
If the right plan is to huihl a dupoeal 
Works, he asked, why is it necessary to 
build five miles of sewer under the bay at 
■ coat which cannot be estimated accu¬ 
rately ? He declared that the estimate of 
nine million dollars oust was simply the 
beginning He took up the question of 
the withdrawal of water from the Passaic 
River by the construction of the sewer, as 
well as by tha uses to which the bead- 
Walgre are put by the demands upoa them 
for water supplies, and declared that 
storage reservoirs would have to be built 
to provide water for the river, and that 
their cost would be not ‘less than seven 
million dollars. He believed the coat of 
the sewer would be not nine or even 
eighteen millions, but that it might 
■mount to twenty-seven million dollars.

Sib : The action of the Town Council 
in putting the solution of the water sup¬ 
ply problem directly up to th« people la 
a case of doing by hindsight what ought 
to have been prompted by foresight. Toe 
Counci ImeD are the direct and only re¬ 
sponsible representatives of the people 
in matters of public concern, and that 
body had no right to relegate its power 
even in an indirect way to a secondary 
body. There is no doubt at all but what 
the Council's action in calling a special 
election will result in acrimonious criti¬ 
cism of the Councilnu-n, *ud accusations 
of breach of faith and charges of snap 
arti on ; bul^ihe Couiuiluurn will only 
have themselves to blame for the attacks 
they will be subjected to. On the other 
baud, many people will extend their con 
gratulalions and approval to the Council- 
men for placing the water question in a 
position to be acted upon by the entire 
people. 

It is obvious that any charge of snap 
action will not lie against tha Council, for 
it is about five moo ilia since the Council 
turned the water question over to the 
Committee of Fifteen, and since that time 
the public baa not been afforded the least 
intimation that the Committee of Fifteen 
aad done anything, was doing anything, 
or could do anything. The Committee of 
hfteen, in the opinion of many people, 
was negligent of the trust imposed upou 
t and was Indifferent to the dilemma the 
Town Council was placed in, and also 
placed the Council in a humiliating posi¬ 
tion towards petitioners for water main 
extensions in streets where it was proposed
